Franklin and the crews of both his ships are
to be considered as dead, according to a de-

cree of the British government. In men
tioning this fact, a contemporary relates the
case of Lt. Bonneville, IT. 8. army, who,
upon returning from a Jong visit to the
Rocky mountains, found himself dead upon
the books of the Adjutant General's office
at Wash.ngton, aud others promoted over
him in consequence of the general belief
that he and his men had perished, or been
massacrsd.

Daguerreotyping.

Ko. II.

Lewis Jacqires Mau I Dagtierre. whose
name is forever assoui-ite- with the photo-

graphic process of which he was the discov-orer- ,

died July 13, 1851 at his residence,
about ten miles from Paris. His age was
62. He was am n of extreme moJksty,
and great personal worth, and devoted to the
arts and seiences.

The French government awarded an an-

nual pension oi ten thousand francs to
and Niepce jr., whose father was

partner with Daguerre, and had contribu-
ted much towards tha discovery of the Da-

guerreotype process.
In January 1839. Daguerreotype pictures

were first shown to the scientific and artis-

tic public of Paris. The sensation they cre-

ated was great, and the highest hopes of its
utility were entertained. Daguerrc never
did much towards the improvement of his
process. The high degree of sensibility,
which is now given to the silver plate on

which the image is produced, ha b ien due
to the improvemuuts of ollurs, aud chiefly
to Americans.

The improvement which has been made
in this art may bo seen Dy comparing the
present state of art wjth what it wat when
Daguerre first published to the world his
process. It took him from fave to ten mm-ute- s

to produce an impression, which we
now can produce in three seconds.

But it nevertheless was a great discovery,
and confers lasting honor upon his name.

The followin'' anecdote will give us an
idea of his devotedness and the intensity bf
his mind, in the prosecution of the con-

ceived idea, of fixing the image portrayed
on the ground-glas- s of the camera obscura.
In 125 while Dumas was lecturing on
chemistry he was accosted by a lady at the
close of his discourse who anaiously inqui-
red: "Monsier Dumas, as a man of science,
I have a question of no little moment to me,
to ask you. I am the wife of Daguerre the
Painter. For some time he has let the idea
sieze upon him that he can fix the imaga of
the earner. JJo you think it possible; tie
is always at the thought, he - cant sleep at
night for it; lam afraid he is out of his
mind. Do you as a man of science think it
can ever be done, or ia he mad?" "In the
present state of knowledge," said Dumas,
"it cannot be done; but I cannot say it will

always remain impossible, nor set the man
down as mad who seeks to do it." This
was twelve years before Daguerre worked
his idea out and fixed the image ot the ca-

A Wretched Affair.

tacked by two others. He started to run
but fell down and received a stab from a long
kniie, winch caused his death in a tew mm- -

utes. A coroner's inquest was held, and
some of the jury thought that he bad died
more from the effects of the fall than the
stab. After the body had been tumbled a- -

about a while, a physician (in the graphio
language of our correspondent) "cut a hole
in him and took his heart out," which be is
now preserving in alcohol to show the jury
and court that a stab was received in the
heart which must have caused death. Pub
lic opinion is strong against the murderers,
who are in jail awaiting their trial. -- Cin.
